Editorial Correspondence, 


One of our nleasant trips on horse- 


back is from Sa: Francisco south along | 


the west shore oi, the bay, visiting the 


neighborhoods and villages in our course, 
Melrose, San Mateo, Belmont and Red- 


wood City; then to turn west up and 
over the forest-covered and wild Coast 
Range mountains down the San Greg- 
orio creek to the seaside, south by Pes- 
cadero, Pigeon Point, Steele’s Landing 
and Davenport, to Santa Cruz and So- 
quel, over the wild mountains again, 
through Notts Valley, by Lexington, 
Los Gatos and Saratoga across the val- 
ley to Milpitas, and north by Washing- 
ton Corners and Centerville to Niles, 
to put our horse out to pasture 
and run home on the cars. So much 
quicker said than done, and then, in one 
short editorial, to describe all the fine 
places; picture all the splendid scenes ; 
praise all the good enterprises and their 
worthy promoters ; to wish, at least, to 
censure all the bad; and tell how the 
noble, old, sterling Pactric is commend. 
ed and many new names given for its 
reception ; and do justice to all, is a 
work that requires some genius to do. 
There,—if that and the preceding are 
not two pretty good long sentences 
closing with a sublime flourish, then 
let him who thinks he can do better, 
just try it. The west side of the Bay 
has been regularly, yet rather slowly, 
improving in all the features of a good 
settled country. But as the railroad has 
done little to give quick and frequent 
communication with San Francisco, the 
villages bave scarcely commenced to 
grow as suburb towns of residents do- 
ing business in the city. - Oakland, Ala- 


 meda and the immediate vicinity of the 


city, have reaped the benefit, and taken 


nearly all who have sought outside 


homes. Yet San Mateo is a very pleas- 
ant, well sheltered, healthy, romantic 
place ; quite a village, with Congrega- 
tional, Episcopal, and Roman churches, 
settled ministers and fair attendance on 
worship, with a good variety of excel. 
lent schools. 

Rev, Mr. Rouse, pastor of the Con- 
gregational church, is certainly one of 
the deservedly esteemed and able min- 
isters on the coast. Rev. Mr. Brewer, 
besides acting. as Episcopal Rector, is 
Principal of a prosperous Academy for 
boys; while a mile south is the well ee 
tablished Female Seminary know as 
Laurel Hall. Redwood city has greatly 
improved its streets and general appear- 
ance, is the County seat, and is well 
located for a large lumber and grain 
trade. Its churches are Congregation- 
al, Episcopal, Baptist, Methodist and 
Roman, though only the first is appar- 
ently prosperous, the others being only 


' partially supplied, or sometimes for 


months closed. 
Rev. Mr. Jewett, pastor of the Con- 
gregational church, was from the first 


it had not been for urgent outside pres- 
ure, no other, or at least but one other 
church would have been built. As far 
as possible, with one good, faithful, 
minister and a not too rigidly sectari- 
an church, it is vastly better that the 
people of a moderate town be united in 
religious things and satisfied. Over the 
mountains west about midway, in the 
neighborhood ot San Gregorio, a neat, 
good, union Congregational church 
building has been put up the last sum- 
mer, and a church organization com- 
pleted. This is just/such a measure as 
every sufficient community . needs for it- 
self: a church under no sectarian dictum 
outside of itself. Certainly, those-who 
love God and his truth in sincerity are 
able to judge for themselves what is 
best for the cause in their own vicinity 
and ameng themselves. 

Pescadero might be one of the mast 
attractive places; but, in active moral 
and religious influences it does not keep 
pace with others of the same size. 
They have one fine Congregational 
building; and another one occupied 
jointly by the Methodists and Good 
Templars. Rev. Mr. Merritt. has lately 
been called to be pastor of the first, and 
we hope he may be blest in doing a 
good work in the place. Whom the 
last conference in their authority ap- 
pointed to the Methodist church, we 
cannot now mention. The temperance 
order is active, and the two Sabbath 
schools take in nearly all the children. 

Santa Cruz, in every material aspect, 
has been greatly improved the last two 
or three years, and is bound to do so 
for years to come, Its ease uf access by 
railroad; its healthful, pleasant cli- 
mate; its enterprise in business; and 
its fame for a lovely seaside watering 
place never yet perhaps overpraised, are 
attracting more and more of a popula- 
tion there. But summer, pleasure seek- 
ing visitors, have generally in a strange 
place no very sensibly felt character to 
maintain, and never are seeking for 


any especial moral or religious good. 


Hence their presence in Santa Cruz gen- 
erally increases largely the Sabbath 
breaking influences, ‘and the drinking 
‘patronage of the saloons, so that ina 


moral point of view. Santa Cruz might 


be-much better off if it had none of this 
watering class of summer excursionists, 

Their churches are Congregational, 
Methodist, Baptist, Episcopal, and Ro- 
man, all with good pastors and faithful 
workers. Rev. Mr. Willey, of the Con- 
gregational church, was the first of all 
the ministers of his denomination in 
coming to this Coast, having started 
under appointment of the Board for 
California before the gold was heard of. 
In the full vigor of life he is ably dis- 
charging the duty of his ministry toa 
large church and congregation. The 
good people have always valued and 
largely taken the old important paper 
of the west, Taz Paciric. Bat yet this 
year, discontinuing only two, they add- 
ed twenty-four new subscribers: still to 
the praise of Petaluma, this was there 
just surpassed, for discontinuing only 
one, they added twenty-six new sub- 
scribers. This is better for those towns, 
we believe, than the addition to the 
wealth of the place of ten thousand dol- 
la;sin gold. Why: it is a shame that 
so many Christians in the country, be- 
cause they can get a large, vigorous 
paper from the east, where they have an 
income of two or three hundred thou- 
sand dollars a year, will neglect a Cal- 
ifornia State Christian paper, where, in 
the fewness of the people, the double 
expense of publishing, and the unset- 
tled state of morals, the noble old Pa- 
crric has to struggle like the Spartans at 
Thermopyle. Soquel is only three miles 
south, a very sequestered, retired, sea- 
side town, with one union, neat, good 
church, Congregational, with a good 
minister, Rev. Mr. Duncan, who fully 
meets the approval of the whole people.

ASA FAITHFUL TO HIS GOD.

In that is the jnteresting his- 
tory of Abijah, the second king of Ju- 
dah. With 400,000 men he fought and 
overcime Jeroboam, who had double 
that number. The story of that battle 
is very interesting, and you should read 


talked ‘as if he was a very zealous fol- 
lower of the Lord, butin 1 Kings xv: 
3, we are told: ‘“* And he walked in all 
the sins of his father, which he had 
done before him ; and his heart was not 
perfect with the Lord, as was the heart 
of David his father.” One’s professions 
do not always square with one’s con- 
duct. 

Biography. — Abijah (worshiper of 
Jehovah). His history just referred to, 
is given fally in chapter xiii, Asa (phy- 
sician). Grandson of Rehoboam and 
third king of Judah. During the first 
part of bis reign, his grandmother, Maa- 
cah, was queen regent, and possessed 
the real power. Under her administra- 
tion the idolatry was very great. When 
he came to the throne, he began a _ tho- 
rough reformation. He removed her 
from office, destroyed ber private sanc- 
tuary, burned up its idol, destroyed the 
images throughout the land, and put an 
end to many idolatrous abominations. 
He rearranged the army, and defeated 
Zerah, the Ethiopian, at Mareshah, 
though the latter had over a million of 
men. The result of this signal victory 
given to him of God, was that all Ju. 
dah bound themselves fully to return 
tothe worship of Jehovah. It is a pity 
that King Asa did not end as he began. 
Toward the close of his life, he lost his 
implicit trust in God. When Baasha 
attacted Israel, be did not depend upon 
the Lord as before, but tried-to bny the 
help of Benhadad, king of Syria. For 
this the Lord rebuked him through his 
. prophet, and told him he should be pun- 
ished with other wars. In his last days 
he was troubled with a disease in -bis 
feet, and died in the forty-first year of 
his reign. Read I Kings xv: 1-24. Ze- 
rah (a rising). As our lesson tells us, 
he was an Ethiopian. Probably Usar- 
ken I., second king of the Egyptian 
twenty-second dynasty. :

This famous city of Asia Minor re-. 


founded it about 200 years before Christ, 
and made it the capital of his kingdom 
of Bithynia. Others say that it was 
built by Hannibal, who became guest 
of Prusias in his exile. When Bithynia 
became a Roman Province, it shared its 
honors with Nicomedia. Together with | 
Nice, Moodania (Apamea) and Gemlik 
(Cius) it was plundered by the Gotls 
about A. D. 250, and on subseyjuent cc- 
casions by the Saracens. But the im- 


in Ottoman than in Grecian history, 
since from its conquest dates the true 
era of the Ottoman Empire of which it 
was the capital, from A. D, 1326 to the 
taking of Constantinople in 1454, Here 
have still been maintained by their suc- 
cessors in royal magnificence the tombs 
of the early heroes of the reigning Ot- | 
toman dynasty. In the photograph of 
Broosra accompanying this sketch, may 
be seen the dome of the octangular 
mausoleum of Othoman or Osman, who 
has bequeathed Lis name to his empire 
and the dynasty which he founded; and 
near it that of his gallant son Oskban 
wko conquered Broosa and won the hand 
of Theodora, daughter of the Greek 
Emperor of Constantinople. 

These tombs of the father and son 
occupy the site of a magnificent Byzan- 
tine church dedicated to the. prophet 
Elijah ; but called by the Turks David 
Monaster, or Monastry of David, under 
the silver plated dome of which their re- 
mains reposed until its destruction by 
the great fire of 1801-2, and the earth- 
quake of 1855. They occupy the brow 
of the table-rock on which the old city 
and the citadel are built, having a 
parade ground in front adorned with 
fountains and parterres of flowers, and 
command at once a view of the city and 
plain, and verdant slopes and snow- 
capped summit of Olympus—a land- 
scape of the most extraordinary beauty 
and grandeur. 

Besides these, there are “the tombs 
of the Sultans” in the quarter of the 
Mooradieh, at the west end of the city, 
but which do not appear in the picture. 
Here, in a garden of several acres, is in- 
cluded the superb Mausoleum of Mvorad 
II, beside that of the Princess Theodora, 
and those of eight or ten others digni- 
fied with the titles of Sultan and Sual- 
tana, with a royal mosque and college 
adjacent. AGS 

At the east end are the mosque and 
tomb of Bajazet, or the Thunderbolt 
(20) ; who added Angora, Amasia, and 
Erzroom to his Empire; who defeated 
100,000 of the bravest Knights of 
France and Germany under Sigismond 
of Hungary, and, who, but for a bit of 
gout, might have made good his boast 
to bait his horse on the altar of St. Peter 
at Rome! At his tomb they still show 
the copy of the Koran which he used in 
his devotion, and his invincible tunic, 
inscribed with verses from the Koran; 
which, however did not save him from 
the disaster brought upon him by Tam- 
erlane. 

Brovsa furnishes some of the very 
finest specimens of Massulman architec- 
ture: as for instance, the great Mosque 
of Bayazid which consists of four rows 
of domes with five domes in a row, the 
middle being constructed with wire for 
ventilation and the admission of light ; 
and the Green Mosque of Mohomed I, 
so called because its dome and minarets 
were originally of emerald green. 

Broosa is built along the elevated and 
sloping -base, and between two spurs of 
the Bitbynian Olympus. The upper

Broosa is connected with the ports of 
Moodania and Gemlik by excellent 
macadamized roads, at the distance of 
15 and 18 miles respectively: A rail- 
road has also been nearly completed to 
the former port, which will bring the 
city within about five hours of Constan- 
tinople. Broosa has a population ac- 
cording to Murray, of 73,000; includ- 


3,000 Spanish Jews, and 53,000 Turks: 

Broosa was visited by Dr. Goodell 
accompanied by Commodore Porter, in 
1832. It was made; a station of the 
American Board in 1834. A church 
was organized among the Americans im 
1848, and a sabstantial chapel built by. 
Dr. Hamlin in 1855. This church has 
fur several years been independent and 
self-supporting. It sustains its pastor, 
three schouls, etc., at an anntal expense 
of about two thousand dollars. They 
have recently founded a normal school. 

Broosa, as a governmental and com- 
merejal center, is still an important 
center for missionary operations, super-. 
intending a score of out stations,. em— 
bracing many important cities and 
towns from the Dardanelles to Angora. 
While the work among the Armenians. 
still demands much time and attention, 
special effurts fur the Greeks, both im 
the city and in the adjoining region, 
have been initiated. To this end the 
missionaries have removed from the 
east to the west end, or from the Ar- 
menian to the Greek quarter. Premises. 
have been secured adjoining and over- 
looking the great square of the Moor- 
adieh. A service commenced five yeara. 
ago has been resumed. A seminary 


| for Greek girls has been auspiciously 


begun under Miss Rappleye, and a 
training class to bring forward and fit: 
young men to labor as teavhers and 
evangelists among Greeks, has been 
formed.

Attending Public Worship. 

In a former article, some of the rea- 
sons were considered why some Chris- 
tian people stay away from the public 
worship of God, or at least only attend 
occasionally. We come now to consid- 
er the other side, and will notice some 
important reasons why Christians should 
appear in the sanctuary not only occas- 
ionally, or once each Sabbath, but 
should attend every service, unless prov- 
identially prevented. 

The first reason appears in the prime 
object of worship—the spiritual benefit 
of the worshiper. © The nature of this 
advantage is not now to be examined. 
The element of continuity is our chief 
point of thonght. The culture of the 
soul in acts of public worship is in kind 
like the culture of the mind at school, 
or the working up of any busines. 
Continuity is an essential item. No 
scholar can hope to gain in knowledge 
or proficiency if he be irregular in atten- 
dance, or be present only half of each day; 
no business man could hope for a growth 
of his busigzess who took a vacation every 
other day. The effect of habit has also 
another advantage. It makes it less 
likely that inadequate reasons will keep 
the person from church. Those who 
are careless in this regard often permit 
the most frivolous excuse to prevent 


their responding to their duty and priv- 


ilege. 

The course of thought as developed 
in the pulpit, from service to service and 
from week to week, has a continuity 
which adds to its value. Cuook’s lectures 
are a unit for each branch of study, and 
form a volume with a single title. So, 
in a greater measure than now, would 
sermons be, if the audience were always 
the same. The value of this practice in 
producing growth of spiritual knowledge 
and feeling is so apparent that nothing 
more need be said. Besides, a “live”? min- 
ister is among his people, and discovers 
their particular state of mind. Any 
strong feeling, any important experience, 
is not usually unique, but is often found 
in very many in a congregation ; which 
feeling is emphasized if a single line of 
thought has during a number cf weeks 
been followed by the preacher, and by 
a large part of his audience. The pro- 
gress of thought will beget similar ex- 
pegiences and questions and yearnings 
in many persons. So if _@ pastor finds 
some very important question arising 

in the minds of one or two, he may con- 
clude that the same question is arising 
in other minds, and can shape bis preach- 
ing accordingly. But in the nature of 
the case, the same matter cannot be re- 
peated ; so the absentees often lose a 
discussion which was calculated to solve 
their peculiar difficulties, or deepen their 
peculiar feelings. 

A second reason for continuity in at- 
tending public worship, is the influence 
of such a habit on the family. It is not 
meant by this that the family is to be 


forced to go to church when the going is | 


repugnant ; but the parents should, by 
the interest they show, by talks about 
the matters under discussion, by judic- 
ious direction, of thought and interest, 
80 cultivate the habit of their children 
that they will love to go regularly to 
the sanctuary. If a desire to attend 
be wanting, then the advantage of go- 
ing will besmall; but the parent should 
have quick perceptions, quick sympa- 
thies, and should find out the difficulty, 
and if possible, remove it. If the pas- 
tor be dull or inappropriate in his dis- 


courses to the young, then talk to him 
about it. The best brain and heart of 


pastor and parents should be exercised 
to secure on the part of the household 
& voluntary response, a genuine interest 
in the public worship. But if parents 
be indifferent and negligent, the an- 
cient proverb is verified : “* The fathers 
have eaten sour grapes, and the chil- 
dren’s teeth are set on edge.’” 

A third reason for a regular attendance 


on public worship is in the advantage of 


this practice in carrying on the work of 
the Church. Very many people attend 
church without the slightest conception 
that they have any part to take in the 
work of that church. Even Christian 
people so far forget their obligations to 
do work in the Master’s vineyard, as to 
ignore one of the chief reasons for church 
organization—to unite for Christian 
work. The absence from service of a 
few church-members may not be notic- 
ed in a large church; but in a church 
that is, running down, or is new or small, 
the absence of any person is felt, both 
by the preacher and congregation. 

~ People do not begin to realize the vir- 
tue of numbers in helping a feeble 
church. And when but few attend, to 
see every man in his place at every ser- 
Vice, is @ source of great strength to the 
pastor, and of real encouragement to ev- 


ery one else. Where the company issmall, 
& vacant pew Is noticed. The pastor anx- 


iously asks: ‘* Why don’t Mr. X—— 
come ? What has kept Mr. Y——away ? 
Are they displeased, or have they lost 
interest?” So with the congregation— 
an absence is noticed, and has an effect 
—to make it easy for others, on a very 
slight pretext, to stay away also. A 
little company of Christians, forty or 
fifty strong, if they will always be on 
hand themselves; if they will talk of 
their church and minister ; if they will 
grasp every stranger with warm hearts 
and loving hands—will surely grow. 
To be dignified and distant, to wait for 
introductions, and to be irregular at 
church, are among the quickest ways of 
killing a church which its members can 
adopt. Each member should be always 
on hand, that he may hear of the move- 
ments of the week, and be ready to in- 
vite others to socials or to prayer- 
meetings. Cases have occurred when 
church members were asked: ‘* Why 
were you not at the social?’ The re- 
ply was : “ I wanted to come—am very 
sorry I was not there; but I’ was not 
at church last Sabbath, and did not hear 
the notice.” 

‘In the line of church work it happens 
that very important movements are be- 
gun. The pastor wants the plans to 
be well understood, so as to be taken up 
promptly and as a unit by the congre- 
gation ; so he preaches @ series of ser- 
mons on the matter. But if his people 
only hear about one in tbree of these 
sermons, they are not prepared to un. 
dertake and sustain the work. Suppose 
a church needsa new basement, for 
which an outlay of $2,500 is needed. 
The people can’t be expected to sub- 
scribe -unless they really believe the 
change is essential to the success of the 
work. Suppose a church has been neg- 
lecting to do anything for the benevo- 
lent work ofthe denomination, and the 
pastor desires to present reasons for ef- 
fort in that direction. He cannot pre- 
sent reasons for the cultivation of a be- 
nevolent spirit, and for the claims of all 
the vast work, in one, two, or a dozen 
sermons. . A- healthy development of 
thought, feeling and of action cannot be 
aroused if the people only hear about 
half he may have to say, and that half 
only in detached portions. 

Another advantage in regularity, is 
the increased interest which such action 
gives, both to the disciple and to the 
stranger. A man that is always on 
hand, is more deeply engaged in the 
work. And if, when strangers come, 
they discover a genuine, faithful nucleus, 
they believe there is something “ to tie 
to,” and they stay also. But an irreg- 
ular attendance of the members of a 
church will be followed by an irregular 
attendance of the congregation, and will 
prevent the return of many a stranger, 
who would be held by enthusiasm, if it 
existed sufficiently to draw out the 
members at each service. 

But it may be objected, that to thns 


‘attend public worship, requires an ef- 


fort, and often quite a sacrifice of ease 
and comfort ; and besides, one wants to 
go to hear some new and crack preach- 
er. Well; are these things valid objec- 
tions for Christians ? They may be offer- 
ed as excuses, but they cannot be offer- 
ed as valid reasons. It does cost effort 
to be a Christian. It does cost self.de- 
nial to follow Christ. . It does demand 
zeal to successfully build up his king- 
dom. There must be enthusiasm, if 
highest results be obtained. But is not 
the work, are not the results, are not 


the hopes gathering about such effort, 
toil, self-denial, zeal. and enthusiasm, 
worthy of the outlay ?—[“J. M. A.,” in 
Exchange. |

The frugal man who 
puts away a pound to-day, and another 
pound next month, and who, in a quiet 
way is putting by his stated pound 
from time to time, when he grows old 


and frail gets not only the same pound | 


back again, but a good many pounds 
besides. And the conscientious man 
who husbands one day of his existence 
every week—who, instead of allowing 
Sunday to be trampled and torn in the 
hurry and scramble of life, treasures it 
up—the Lord of Sunday keeps it for him, 
and in length of days tle hale of age 
gives it back with usury. The savings 
bank of human existence is the weekly 
Sunday.—[ Sanitarian.

It is managed by an Executive Com- 
mittee, which is subdivided into a Law 
Committee and a Finance Committee, 
and it seeks to enroll as its supporters 
all the prominent pames in the commu- 
nity. By the oneness of its aims it is 
able to unite in its work all classes of 
honest’ people, however they may differ 
on abstract questions, or on theories of 
temperance.

We wish neither to cheat, nor to be 
cheated, We do not object to any 
amount of silver coin, but we do not 
want it except for the future. Let gold 


be the dollar of the past, silver the dol- 
lar of the future. 


So far the season promises only mod- 
erate results. There is promise, as we 
read the signs, of the average amount 
of rain, and no more, and the bulk of it 
in the latter part of the rainy season. 
The new year opens serenely and beau- 
tifully ; altogether too much so, for the 
general good.

We learn through. the papers that 
“there is an enterprise underway in 
Oakland to establish an Institute for 
the practical education of boys in me- 
chanicab pursuits. The orginator is 
John Scott. He contends that a school 
is needed wherein the boys of poor 
parents may receive instruction in the 
everyday duties of the mechanic. To 
accomplish that object he proposes the 
erection of a building opposite the Cole 
school, now in course of construction on 
Seventh St. The location in that place 
is suggested with the idea of combining 
the advantage of evening schools in 
English instruction with the studies in 
the mechanical school. The name pro- 
‘posed is ‘ The Mechanics’ Technical 
School of Oakland. It is the design of 
‘the institution to put the boys in a 
course: of actual work, with the machin- 
ery, tools and appliances used in various 
mechanical trades, and when a factory 
or foundry sends an order for a boy or 
young man to perform a certain line of 
work, the Institute will fill the order. 
It is believed that the Institute in this 
way will be able to graduate young and 
competent mechanics to take the places 
of those who will be compelled to retire 
on account of age. Public-spirited cit- 
izens of Oakland will be called upon to 
contribute money to carry foward the 
enterprise, and Mr. Scott himself will 
subscribe $20,000. The State will also 
be asked to appropriate a sum of money 
to assi-t in the execution of the scheme.” 
Some of these are very good ideas, and, 
under proper regulations, and surrounded 
by a moral and religious atmosphere, 
lads might acquire a training that would 
be invaluable. We are sorry Colonel 
Scott thinks of asking the Legislature 
for anything.- Let him get his neigh- 
bors to help him, and let them manage 
in theirown -way. The co-partnership 
and agency of the State are very inde- 
sirable. | 


The “ New York Sun,” not many 
days ago, published a column concern- 
ing our friend Ed.

Among the Papers.

MRS. FREMONT IN “ HARPER'S.” * 


A series of papers has appeared in 
‘ Harper’s Monthly,” written by Mrs. 
Fremont, touching early California life. 
In the number for January, 1878, she 
makes some statements relative to the 
action of our. Constitutional Conven- 
tion in Monterey, in 1849, that will 
‘somewhat surprise readers who remem- 
ber the facts. She says: 

“The Convention had met at Monte- 
rey to settle the Constitution’ of the 
state; and the question whether slavery 
ehould or should not be admitted, was, 
as every one remembers, the exciting 
question.” 

After speaking of the strong infla- 
ences at work in favor ot admitting 
slavery—remarking, at the same time, 
that “‘ government patronage was on) 
that side’”—the writer goes on to say: 


“ Here it was my good fortune to he 
of service, and come in aid to the seri- 
ous work being done by men opposed 
to slavery.” 


And this is represented to have been 
done from a pure sense of justice, and 
contrary to private interest; and the 
generality of readers would infer that 
Mr. and Mrs. Fremont’s influence had a 
great deal to do with the settling of 
that grave question for California— 
whereas, no greater mistake could be 
made than to think anything of the 
kind. 

To show that this is so, it is only nec- 
essary to state the facts as they occur- 
red. The Convention met on the first 
day of September. The preliminary 
work of «rganization took the time of 
the body till the 7th, when the Com- 
mittee on the Constitution reported a 
draft of the “Declaration of Rights.” 
The various sections were discussed two 
days, when, on the 10th, Mr. Shannon 
moved to insert as an additional section 
the following : | 


“Neither slavery nor involuntary 
servitude, unless for the punishment of 
crime, shall ever be tolerated in this 
state.” 


Some amendments were proposed to 
this, and debate tovk place on the 
amendments, but not on the main prop- 
osition! The amendments were voted 
down, and then the section was unani- 
}mously adopted. This was on the tenth 
day of the session, and only three or 
four days after the Convention got to 
work. And this unanimous action was 
proposed and consummated on the 
same day. 

All which shows that there was no 
necessity for the exercise of outside in- 
fluence to procure it, and that there was 
no possible time for it before the con- 
clusion was thus emphatically reached. 

I have no disposition to dispute Mrs. 
Fremont’s claim, which she says in this 
article she makes, “to belong to the 
‘aristocracy of emancipation’”; but 
that she or ber husband had much to 
do with inserting the “ freedom clause” 
in the State Constitution of California, 
is certainly imaginary.

The Legal Profession. 


The legal profession suffers, as do all 
professions, 
estimate. Men who have suffered a real 
or imaginary wrong at the hands of 
some member of the profession, who 
have lost a lawsuit, who have fallen in- 
to bad hands, sometimes express them- 
selves in a very emphatic and uncom- 
plimentary way about lawyers. . But 
these are rarely the opinions of men 
whose opinions are worth very much. 
Among the members of the bar are to 
be found many of the ablest men and 
many of the worthiest men in almost 
every community. It will not be re- 
garded as a disgrace to be a lawyer,when 
the indebtedness of the State and the 
Church to eminent lawyers is borne in 
mind. In this as in all professions there. 
are unfit men, small, mean, dishonest 
and worthless men. But the average 
of worth and intelligence is high. 

The addresses before us set forth the 
demands that are rightly made upon this 

rofession. Oneof these is the demand 
or legal training and knowledge. Em- 
inent ability is the lot of a few. But 
respectable and well trained ability 
must characterize the profession at large 
if it would retain a high standing. 
When at an examination in New Yor 
city a number of years ago, only eight- 
een Out of forty candidates were admit- 
ted, the press expressed the hope that 
hereafter there would not be so many 
lawyers, but better ones. The examin- 
ation for admission in many of our 
western courts is a mere farce. At least 
it used to be so. The standard was as 
low as the standard for admission to 
holy orders in some dioceses where there 
ywas a dearth of candidates. The legal 
profession would seem to be overcrowd- 
ed. It is difficult to see how all the 
lawyers make a living. Probably they 
do not make a living out of their pro- 
fession. The remedy would seem to be 
to raise the standard. There is the dis- 
position to raise the standard for ad- 
mission to college, and for admission to 
holy orders. And perhaps it would be 
— as well, for the credit of the pro- 


| fession and for the protection of the 


community, to make it more difficult 
than it sometimes is to be admitted to 
the bar. | 

_ Another requisite,very forcibly stated 
in extracts that have been given from 
this pamphlet, is uprightness. It is ex- 
ceedingly important that 4 lawyer 
should be an honest, conscientious man. 
He has very many opportunities to be 
dishonest, and from lack of principle he 
can do a vast amount of harm. Those 
who are engaged about the administra. 
tion of P ustice ought themselves to be 
just. To no other class of men, proba-. 
bly, are such important and- delicate 
trusts committed. And an unscrupu- 


tion. As Gen. Ball said in his address, 
one of the most dangerous trials of hu- 
man weakness is the disposition to liti- 
gate. It is not too much to ask of legal 


us to go to law when we have clearly no 
cause. And is it too mnch to expect of 
a lawyer that he shall prefer the 
success of justice to the success of 
his chent? There is evidently a great 
range for the quality of uprightness in 
this profession. Good character as well 
as good learning ought to be strenuous- 
ly insisted upon in a candidate who 
seeks to be admitted to the bar.—[Stand-

Jottings from the Hub. 
 Bosrox, Dec. 6th, 1877. 
The services at Park St. Church, last 


Sabbath, were unusually interesting, and 
had reference to the last half-century of 


the charch. Rev. Dr. Withrow occu- | 


pied the pulpit in the morning, and 
preached one of his notable discourses, 
taking for bis text Samueli: 7. In 
conclusion he spoke of the never-ending 
contest between Romanism and the Bi- 
ble, and the fixed feature of the progress 
of the world through the promulgation 
of Bible truths, arguing that God had 
always in critieal times raised serious 
minds to stand up for reason and truth. 

He said that it was in this manner that 
twenty-six consecrated souls formed an 
organization and called it Park Street 
Church. As he looked over the church 
records he was surprised to see how lit- 
tle outside appearances represented the 
inside faith. But ninety-three people 
joined the church in the first few years. 
The foundations of the church were laid 
which have blossomed out a hundred- 
fold. In the first fourteen years the 
church was simply getting its power and 
strength. Then there came a revival, 
and four hundred names were enrolled 
upon the books of the church. 


In the evening the Rev. Edward 
Beecher, D.D., of Brooklyn, preached an 
anniversary discourse. He was pastor 
of the church fifty years ago, and soon 

after entering his ministry five young 
men joined the church as full communi- 
cants. These five were present that 
evening, the occasion being the fiftieth 
anniversary of their membership. At 
the time when the Park Street Church 
was formed, when the five young men 
who have been referred to united with 
it, and during the entire period of his 
own ministry of four years, the Congre- 

- gational Church of New England was 
in the midst of a great battle, and in 
that battle, in the providence of God, 
a leading part was assigned to the Park 
Street Church. | 

Fifty years ago this battle was raging 

in Boston with the utmost intensity. 

‘Not only bad all the churches but one 
been arrayed in antagonism to the an- 
cient doctrines of New England, but the 
great College at Cambridge which had 
been founded and endowed especially to 
maintain those doctrines had been cap- 
tured. Even the courts had been enlist- 
ed on that side, and it was laid down as 
the law of the state that the parish, not 
the church, was fundamental, and that 
the vote of the parish members and not 
the ‘church members should decide 
whether the new or the old heresy sheuld 
be preached. To meet this crisis, the 
men whom the Lord raised up to main- 
tain the faith once delivered to the saints 
did three things ; they organized Park 
Street Church as a revival church, they 
established the theological seminary at 
Andover, and the ‘Orthodox College at 
Amherst. The revival system lies at 
the basis of all these, and a cordial sym- 
pathy established between them has 
since been maintained. 


The Rev. Samuel Cutler, for many 
years a presbyter in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, has withdrawn from 
his ministry on the ground that the ten- 
dency of the church is towards ritual- 
ism and sacerdotalism, and last Sabbath 
at the Freeman Place Chapel began to 
hold services after the order set forth by 
the Reformed Episcopal Church. This 
body, it will be remembered, was organ- 
ized some years ago by seceders from 
the “ Low Church wing,” of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church ; and it has 
now parishes in nearly all the large cit- 
ies in the country. 


The services in the Tabernacle last. 


Sabbath evening were conducted by the 
Rev. W.S. Rainsford, and were atten- 
ded by a large number of persons. Af- 
ter the usual praise meeting. Mr. Raine- 
ford delivered a sermon on “The Val- 
ue of a Soul.” If,said the speaker, one 
was to enter the house of the poorest 
family in the city, he would find that the 
sickliest, most miserable child, is not so 
bad but that it has some things which 
it holds as precious. If one ascends in 
the scale of life he finds the rich with 
things held precious ; and if one looks 
away from earth into the unseen, taking 
the Bible the light of our path, he will 
find that God has many precious things. 
If earthly things then are so valuable, 
what must be the value of heavenly 
things, which the earth cannot give or 


take away? God holds every soul as 
precious. Apply this value to things 
It is impossible. If the mighty things 
of creation are beyond our comprehen- 
sion, what is the value of the soul which 
God speaks of as His lost jewel? Ser- 
vices are again being held quite regular 
at the Tabernacle, and it is understood 
the Tabernacle Committee have ar- 


ranged to have Messrs. Moody and San- 


key for two or three weeks in February 
or March, of the coming year. It is ex- 


productive of much good, and it is be- 


lieved that large numbers who did not 


hear them when here first, will avail 
themselves of the opportunity thus af- 
forded. 

Last evening was opened in the Old 
South a Fair, to aid in the preservation 
of thie glorious old edifice, which prom- 
ises to be the most successful of any- 
thing of the kind ever undertaken at 
the “ Hub.” The interior of the building 


has been finely decorated, and presents. 


The sight 
from the floor is very beautiful, and the 
walls and galleries are almost complete- 
ly hidden from gaze by glories of flags, 
festoons of hunting, and tastefully ar- 
ranged evergreens, which form a most 
happy and harmonious combination. 
The walls are heavily festooned with 
bunting, and at each window, hanging 
pendant from which are various colored 
streamers. The old sounding board is 


handsomely trimmed, and in the center. 


of the ceiling is seen a large bunch of 
evergreen, hanging from which and ex- 
tending to all parts of the hall are red, 
white and blue streamers. One of the 
most attractive and amusing depart- 
ments of the fair will probably be the 
** Mother Goose Nursery,” which is one 
of the most unique ideas that has been 
seen in Boston for a long time. 

‘* The Dial of the Old South Clock.” 
is the title of a daily newspaper which 
will be issued at 5 p. m., under the di- 
rection of Miss Susan Hale. The office 
of the journal will be a miniature re- 


presentation of the spire of the old edi- 


fice, some thirty feet in height, and at 
the base about six feet square. The pa- 
per will be distributed through the clock, 
and is to have twelve pages. The sub- 
scription price is $1’ for the ten num- 
bers.

Everett, and other writers of promin-. 
ence. It is hoped that the Fair will be 
the means of raising a large sum towards 
preserving the ancient edifice.

Pasific Coast Items, 


From November Ist, 1875, to August Ist, 
1876, there were transported to San Francisco 
4,128,149 lbs. of salmon; to Sacramento, 
110,040 lbs., and to Stockton, 10,950 Ibs. 
From November ist, 1876, to August ist, 1877, 
there were taken into San Francisco, 5,034,- 
726 lbs.; to Sacramento, 144,875 lbs., and to 
Stockton, 15,250 lbs. It is estimated that not 
less than 2,000,000 Ibs. were taken .from the 
river in defiance of law between August Ist, 
and November 1st of this year. 


Monday evening last the schooner ‘‘Mathew 
Turner’”’ sailed from this port to San Carlos, 
Lower California. The vessel had on board 
fourteen Chinese laborers, who have been em- 
ployed to build roads and works in the copper 
mines of San Fernando, thirty miles distant 
from San Carlos. The mines are controlled oy 
J. Kelly & Co., of Mazatlan, for whom 
Gutte & Co., of thiscity, are agents. It is be- 
lieved that Chinamen can be worked to good 
advantage in that region, as it is difficult to 
get white laborers to go there and stay. 


Since its organization the California Fish 
Commission has placed in the streams of this 
State 8,350,000 young salmon. From 6,000,- 
000 to 10,000,000 eggs are annually hatched 
on the McCloud river. The Collinsville can- 
nery this year canned 8,542 cases, equivalent 
to 34, 168. fish, weighing 546,688 pounds. 
Over-fishing, the absence of a close season, and 
no attempt at artificial increase, have at last 
had the effect of diminishing the supply from 
the Columbia river. Canneries have paid from 
30 to 50 cents each for fish, while those on the 
Sacramento have paid from 25 to 40 cents. 


Rev. Wm. Ashmore, D.D., an honored and 
observing Chinese missionary, familiar with 
missionary work in China, and also in Califor- 
nia, has written as follows: “As a matter of 
economy, it is actually cheaper to evangelize 
the Chinese in their own country than in Cal- 
ifornia.’”’ He refers to one mission premises in 
this city which has cost $31,000. That 
amount would put up twenty in China. The 
salary of missionaries is higher here than in 
China. So al-o of the teachers and laborers. 
The current expenses of the work are much 
greater here. ‘‘Swatow has more than a 
dozen native evangelists actively employed, 
and nearly a dozen chapels to be kept up, with 
all the many minor incidents of the work, for 
a less sum than is required in San Francisco 
to keep up one chapel and one-third the num- 
ber of native workers, and these workers some 
of them simply school-teachers.”’
